United States has never ruled 
out peace talks and that it is up 
to North \ let Nam and Commu­ 
nist China to halt guerrilla at­ 
tacks on South Viet Nam 
Besides, there is no optimism 
here that the one-day lull in ter­ 
rorist attacks in South Viet Nam 


will have any lasting signifi­ 
cance 
Still, there is hope that the 
Communists will come to re­ 
gard their 
attacks on South 
\ let Nam as too expensive an 
undertaking to run the risk of 
further reprisals and will decide 
to coexist peacefully with their 
neighbors 
Officials maintain the United 
States could not discuss terms 
that would amount to surrender 
of South Viet Nam to the Reds. 
As one high source put it: ‘ If 


they want us ou* of South Viet 
Nam a good way would be to 
call off 
their 
guerrillas 
and 
leave the country alone ” 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
has expressed a similar view 
repeatedly. 
White House press secretary 
George E 
Reedy refused to 
comment on a proposal by U N. 
Secretary-General U Thant Fri­ 
day that both sides in the Viet 
Nam 
conflict 
begin 
talks 
preparatory to negotiations

public statement rather than as 
a formal proposal to govern­ 
ments that would be involved. 
Senate support for negotiation 
came from several sources, in­ 
cluding Sen J W Fulbright. 13-

Foreign Relations Committee 
He called Thant's proposal a 
good suggestion, and added 
"Personally, f think it is al­ 
ways wiser to talk than to fight 
when you can get the parties 


together.” 
In Chicago. Senate Republi­ 
can leader Everett Dirksen of 
Illinois predicted military action 
in Viet Nam may be increased 
soon. 
Dirksen spoke on a taped ra­ 
dio broadcast and said nothing 
about negotation 
The United States should meet 
increased Viet Cong attacks on 
U.S. military posts with “ equal 
if not greater intensity and with 
more weapons and greater fire­ 
power." Dirksen said 


In a rela'ed development, in­ 
formed sources reported Friday 
that Prime Minister Harold Wil­ 
son has fold President Johnson 
Britain supports U S actions in 
Viet Nam but is interested in 
finding ways toward a peaceful 
settlement. 
Wilson called the President 
Thursday Johnson's reply was 
not disclosed.

Efficiency vanished in a 
trice—no longer than It took the janitor 
to give a little box the toss. Humanity 
was restored to a place of importance by 
an accident. 
Thereafter, inefficiency began to pile up 


like a snowball rolling downhill. Mailing 
deadlines were missed. Handwork had to 


be done a^ it used to he one routinely 
in the good old days before automation. 
The story is of no real consequence. 
Neither was it of any real consequent 
generations ago when a French worker 
learned 
what 
would 
happen 
when 
a 
wooden shoe was dropped into one of 
the mechanized contrivances displacing 
w ooers of that era, 
It is not known whether the worker 
dropped the first ' sabot' in the machin­ 
ery accidentally 
or 
intentionally. The 
damage was done. "Sabotage" became an 
important word in the language of the 
industrial revolution and subsequently of 
the industrial era 
Will the word of tomorrow be. perhaps, 
“ counter-punch"? 


Who Is Absolutely Crazy? 


Society's very real concern about se­ 
curity against mentally disturbed persons 
all too frequently leads to proposals for 
locking them up permanently. 
The question is who is going to lock up 
whom and on what evidence—and 
until 
that question is answered nothing is going 
to be done about mentally disturbed people 
that hasn’t been tried previously. 
So fraught is the problem with mis­ 
givings about wrong solutions that some 
chronically frightened minorities already 
are warning about the danger of false 
arrest and illegal commitment. 
Their misigivings may lack firm basis 
at the present. But the possibility of firm 
basis in the future cannot be ignored un­ 
less every precaution is taken to restrain 
the kind of people who would love to lock 
up everybody' 
whose behavior 
struck 
them as exceptional. 
MENTAL DISTURBANCE is not, after 
all, as obvious as a broken leg. ao in­ 
flamed appendix, or an inoperative gall 
bladder. It cannot be diagnosed on sight, 
and it does not yield reaadily to diagnosis 
by clinic examination. 


The very human tendency to classify 
< ertain persons as "absolutely 
crazy’* 
because their behavior suggests they are 
absolutely crazy must be guarded against. 
The story about the phvsiciatrists who 
met in the hall and wished each other 
good morning, with each of them won­ 
dering as he walked away what the other 
one meant by giving utterance to such a 
wish is not altogether funny. 
WTiat is needed, of course, is a vast im­ 
provement in mental health care. The 
assassin of President Kennedy 
needed 
care when he was a child He did not get 
it. He grew to adulthood In a crronically 
disturbed condition. 
THE YOUNG MAN in Cleveland who 
must stand trial for the kidnaping of 
Donna Adkins was paroled on condition 
that he undergo treatment for 
mental 
health. The condition never was satis­ 
fied because of an error in handling his 
record. 
Locking up mentally disturbed persons 
is no answer. Treatment to keep them 
from doing things they could be locked up 
for is the answer. 


Who Needs An Enemy 


The world will be watching how the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China ob­ 
serve the 15th anniversary of the signing 
of their economic and military treaty. 
I«ast year, the Soviet Union observed 
the anniversary by blaming Peking for 
the "undesirable turn” in relations be­ 
tween the Communist neighbors. 
A year earlier. Chang Chih-hsiang. sec­ 
retary of the Chinese-Soviet Friendship 


Association, had declared that the "great 
friendship and unity between the Chinese 
and Soviet people are indestructible." At 
the same time he attacked the revision­ 
ism of President 
Tito of 
Yugoslavia. 
Whenever Community Chinese bother to 
be subtle, they attack Russian Commu­ 
nists through their friendship with the 
Yugoslavs. 
The Soviet Union since 1959 has stead­ 
ily reduced economic and military 
aid 
to Red China. Thousands of 
Russian 
technical advisors and specialists were 
recalled in the summer of 1960. Earlier 
the Russians had cut off nuclear assist- 
tance. 


The new breed in the Kremlin indicated 
at the recent meeting of the Supreme 
Soviet no change from the old Khrushchev 
positions. High priority was given 
to 
consumer goods and living standards, 
increased freedom was promised in indus­ 
trial management, an extension of prob­ 
ing feelers toward the West was 
re­ 
sumed 
A flirtation with French President De 
Gaulle has become apparent—though 
it 
must be admitted that France seems to 
be doing the wooing. China also has been 
making eyes at De Gaulle. 
Pravda on Jan. 31 said the Soviet Un­ 
ion looks with favor on President John­ 
son's invitation for Russian leaders to vis­ 
it the United States. The announcement 
was in a sense a double slur on the Chi­ 
nese Reds, for it came only hours after a 
Kremlin 
announcement 
that 
Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin would lead a Soviet 
delegation to North Viet Nam. 
Hanoi 
is generally considered Red China’s fief. 
With friends like the Russians, the Chi­ 
nese Reds need no enemies. 
And vice 
versa. 


Crime Prevention Week 


National Crime Prevention Week begins 
Feb 14 
An increase in crime and violence on 
city streets is stimulating a growing rec- 
ngniton of federal responsbility in crime 
prevention. 
City crime was an issue in 
the 1964 presidential campaign. 
President Johnson will shortly take the 
unusual step of sending a special message 
to Congress on crime. 
He presumably has In mind something 
like the federal crime commission "em ­ 
powered to put the federal government 
in the fight against crime" recommended 
by Sen. John L. McClellan. D-Ark., on 
Feb 8 in the course of a Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearing on the nomination of 
Nicholas deB. 
Katzenbaeh as attorney 
general. Mr. Katzenbaeh has promised 
that current federal anticrime programs 
would be accelerated to whatever degree 
is possible. 
The role of the federal government in 
police work confined within narrow limits 
The Federal Bureau of Investigation gave 
Instruction to more than 105,fWX> local po­ 


lice officers in 1964 Many cities continue 
to ask the federal government for help 
and ideas in fighting the steadily rising 
wave of street crimes. But J. Edgar 
Hoover has avoided anything resembling a 
national police force. 
A striking feature of the riots which oc­ 
curred in eastern cities during the latter 
part of last summer was their marked 
anti-police character. Many rioters took 
advantage of the disorders to loot neigh­ 
borhood stores 
In Negro sections there has been chilling 
evidence that many residents regard the 
police as their enemies, in the same way 
tna' Negroes in the Deep South regard the 
sheriff and the police chief as leaders of 
a hostile force. 
In all cities and in all urbanized areas, 
the story is the same. People will get 
about what they pay for. about what they 
deserve in the way of police protection 
The key to the problem is crime “ pre­ 
vention" stopping crime before it hap­ 
pens

Crisis Building Up 
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Back to Bickering

Both big parties here, after a 
decorous political truce in honor 
of Sir Winston Churchill, have 
started slugging each other wil­ 
fully and wildly. Prime Min­ 
ister Wilson's Labor government 
for the present. Keeps gasping 
in a winded and much more 
wounded condition than the Con­ 
servative opposition. 
On the sidelines, like an er­ 
rant Hamlet, stands the liberal 
party with its nine seats and 
no real place to go. It is some­ 
times with, sometimes against, 
Labor. Rather than take a firm 
position, the Liberals prefer an 
opening to exploit that which 
may never come. 
Down to a majority of two 
seats—because of a death—Wil­ 
son looks a little grayer and 
drums tables nervously with his 
fingers. 
HIS CHEERFUL and confi­ 
dent first 100 days are a phase 
and phrase his most 
ardent 
loyalists dearly would love to 
forget. 
Labor 
is 
the 
most 
super­ 
annuated party in the House. 
It has 30 MPs who are 65 years 
of age. The death Thursday of 
53-year-old Rev. Llewelyn Wil­ 
liams won't affect a by-election. 
He won with more than 20,000 
majority. 
But it conclusively 
proves how frail is Wilson’s own 
mandate. Sickness or another 
unexpected death could compel 
elections. 
Wilson has a 
huge 
sea 
of 
trouble, threatening to inundate 
him and his reed-like majority. 
If the Conservatives, now that 
Sir Alec Douglas Home has won 
the leadership fight, can con­ 
solidate on all issues, they can 
make being a Labor prime min­ 
ister a hateful thing 


Reminding the electors - at- 
large that the Conservatives be­ 
queathed a deformed economy 
to the present leadership isn’t 
helping Wilson any more, if 
ever did 
T/) his TV listeners 
and opponents in the House, 
this begins to sound as if It's 
Wilson’s only panacea. 
What he has promised to do-- 
namely, get Britain moving and 
competitive 
internationally 
— 
hasn't happened. There is no 
light discernible for the mo­ 
mentum, either, at the end of 
the tunnel. He has been paral­ 
yzed with unwillingness to make 
the trade unions swallow the 
medicine he wants to prescribe 
for management and producers. 


Wilson the so - called prime 
minister.” Cracks like that fail 
to stir the public. What’s Wilson 
done?, is the questjon his own 
party keeps hearing. 


A UTTLE of the cockiness, 
some of the serene confidence 
has drained out of the prime 
minister. It may be, even to 
him. that governing a major 
nation, with all its complexities 
of economic readjustment and 
power performance, is 
bigger 
than he envisaged. 
His wry remarks sound flat 
now and his take-charge talents 
can be turned aside by sudden 
outbursts. Take the recent boist­ 
erous. rather unseemly scenes 
that reverberated in the House 
of Commons.

leader.” Temperately. Sir Alec 
waggled back: “ I don’t call Mr. 


WILSON’S ATTEMPT like a 
latter-day Max Beerbohm, to 
burst 
u p o n the international 
scene as a perfumed bombshell, 
makes no impact in Britain. He 
will see President de Gaulle, at 
the latter’s own 
convenience. 
His cordial talk after Sir Win­ 
ston’s funeral with Chancellor 
Erhard was just that—friendly. 
His Atlantic Nuclear 
Force 
(ANFi idea hasn't moved since 
President Johnson 
allowed 
as 
how Wilson should try it out on 
allies. There is no reason to 
believe that the Germans will 
buy it and De Gaulle certainly 
will not. 
In Britain, these high - level, 
international overtures take 
a

backseat 
to

pressing d o m e s t i c economic

gravated since Labor took over. 
It was ironic, for example, that

Butler came 
close twice to being a Conserva­ 
tive Prime Minister. He 
also 
helped retread

13 
years ago and it stayed in of­ 
fice 13 years. There is an em­ 
phasis now on a new and mod­ 
ern design. Out went Butler. 
The Conservative potential is 
big if the leadership losers can 
concentrate on the opposition in­ 
stead of (Mi each other. It is 
the only way for them to slug if 
they want to win handsomely 
and soon.

Court Abuse

In an eastern city last April, 
a man charged with rape stood 
up in court, told the judge he 
was there and then, firing his 
attorney, asked a continuance 
to give him time to get another. 
The judge told the defendant 
he must keen the lawyer he 
had and stand trial immediate­ 
ly. The man was convicted and 
sentenced to two to seven years. 
The background of that par­ 
ticular 
judicial 
episode 
illus­ 
trates the way abuse by crim­ 
inals is creeping in as the courts 
take necessary' account of the 
Supreme Court’s ruling 
that 
criminal defendants must be re­ 
presented by counsel 


from another area, refused to 
let the defendant fire his law­ 
yer and ordered him to stand 
trial. 
While playing this game of 
musical chairs with the courts, 
the defendant had been convict­ 
ed in another court on an as­ 
sault charge involving a second 
woman and had been sentenced 
to 11 to 23 months. 
In 
the 
same 
city 
another 
criminal 
defendant 
won six 
straight continuances 
on 
the 
ground he did not have an at­ 
torney. On the seventh date the 
judge — again a visiting judge 
— revoked bail and clapped the 
man in jail until he got a law­ 
yer 


THE CATALOGUE OF abuse 
fn the cited rape case began 
with the defendant's arrest in 
October 1961 On the first three 
trial dates he won continuance 
by pleading lack of an attorney. 
On the fourth occasion, he hired 
a lawyer the day of the trial. 
The lawyer 
won 
a continu­ 
ance, saying he needed time to 
preoare his case. 
The defendant missed the fifth 
trial date He had hopped bail 
and left town. Thirteen months 
later he was returned for a six­ 
th trial appearance. 
On the opening day he fired 
his attorney and gained a con­ 
tinuance to hire another. The 
seventh time out, he hired a 
lawyer the very day of the 
trial. Again, time was gained to 
prepare the defense. 
It was on the eighth trial date 
that a judge, on visiting duty 


EPISODES LIKE THIS sug­ 
gest some judicial laxity 
and 
perhaps poor court record-keep­ 
ing 
They also suggest that a 
new door is being opened to 
criminals who already may be 
taking advantage of every con­ 
ceivable soft spot in the judicial 
system. 
As of Jan. 1. the FBI’s list 
of ‘wanted" notices on crimin­ 
als came to 79,000 Of this to­ 
tal. 22.000 were sought as par­ 
ole violators, more than 6.100 
others in connection with pro­ 
bation violations. This is a fair­ 
ly standard ratio. 
The 
leniency and loopholes 
built into the judicial system 
obviously are intended to pro­ 
tect the innocent and encourage 
rehabilitation of the guilty. In­ 
creasingly, these features seem 
to favor the habitual criminal. 
Id recent years the FBI has 


IT S REPORTED that the sec­ 
retary of labor has to consult 
with union officials about ap­ 
pointments in his department, 
and that he recently couldn’t 
remove one man and replace 
him with another just because 
the labor unions objected 
It has been customary for s#y. 
eral years now. under both Re­ 
publican and Democratic admin­ 
istrations. to have a secretary 
of labor who not only Is friendly 
to labor but acts virtually as an 
agent ot the labor unions. No­ 
body in the cabinet nas any cor­ 
responding position in behalf of 
management. It’s often assumed 
that the secretary of commerce 
performs this task — but h( 
doesn’t. Theoretically, an assist 
ant secretary in the Department 
of U bor is supposed to ex­ 
press the business viewpoint. 
His is a small voice, however, 
in a department that is com­ 
mitted to take labor’s side and 
actively espouse it. 
The only remedy lies in giv 
ing management a representa 
tive equal in stature of the sec­ 
retary of labor, or in lodging 
more power in the Federal Me 
diation and Conciliation Service 
and separating 
it 
completely 
from Department of 1-abor in 
fluence. 
This independent agency could 
deal, officially and unofficial!) 
with labor - management rela­ 
tions for the purpose of pre­ 
venting strikes. A partisan of 
labor cannot solve thorny ques­ 
tions in labor-management rela 
tions. It has to be done by a 
team representing all sides. 
APPARENTLY the “Bu news­ 
men for Johnson” group, which 
was rather conspicuous in the 
1964 presidential c a m p a i g n , 
hasn't been able to persuade the 
administration that there should 
no longer be partisanship in be­ 
half of either management or 
labor and that the public inter­ 
est demands impartiality and an 
equitable approach. 
The fact is that the labor 
unions have a big vested in­ 
terest in the Johnson admini­ 
stration. It’s estimated that in 
some state the amount of money 
contributed by the labor unions 
to the Johnson-Humphrey cam­ 
paign was far in excess of what 
the regular political organiza­ 
tions raised. 
The whole labor-management 
problem is getting worse every 
year, not only because of th? 
serious strikes that break out 
but because the collective-bar­ 
gaining process itself t o d a y 
forces management, 
u n d e r 
threat of costly strikes, to yield 
to more and more labor-union 
demands. It’s a system which 
the government tolerate 
even 
though the p u b l i c interest 
suffers.
